user of a resource based on a particular query as set forth in independent claims 37 and 38. 

Dependent claims 2, 3, 5-17, 20, 21, and 23-35 being further limiting to the independent 
claims 1, 4, 19, and 22, definite and enable by the Specification are also allowed. 

The closet prior art, Herz et al. US Patent No. 6,020,883 teaches a system for assisting 
customers to select resources based on the customer' objective profiles. The closest prior art fails 
to anticipate or render Applicant's limitations above obvious.
